FUMES RELEASED 
ON FLOOR BELOW 


All Occupants Were Noti- 
fied of Fact. According to 
Son of Owner of Build- 


ing. 


Charles Schweppe, an auto me- 
chanic of 4808A Maffitt avenue; 
his wife, Mrs. Bernice Schweppe, 
and their 4-year-old daughter, 
Ruth, were found dead in their flat 
this afternoon, asphyxiated by fu- 


migating gas used in the flat below. 
They had been dead at least 10 
hours, according to Coroner Dever, 
who viewed the bodies. 

The downstairs part of the house 
at 4808 Maffitt avenue had been 
fumigated last night for-a family 
that recently moved into it. €yan- 
ide gas, a deadly poison, was re- 
leased in the lower flat at 11 p. m. 
by Wallace Mullen, a professional 
fumigator of 1482 Union boulevard. 

Mullen was quoted by police as 
admitting that he had not notified 
the Schweppe family. The  build- 
ing houses four families, one of 
which is that of James Rice, a son 
of Patrick Rice, owner of the prop- 
erty. He told police that all of the 
families were notified. 

Schweppe’s body was found in 
the bathtub and those of his wife 
and child, in night clothes, tocether 
in bed. Schweppe was wearinz 
trousers and shirt and house slip- 
pers. He was last seen by neigh- 
bors of the adoining upstairs flat at 
4806A Maffitt avenue late last 


night, after his wif: and child jad 


gone to bed. 

The bodies were discovered by 
Patrick Rice, who climbed up a 
ladder and opened a window after 
his daughter-in-law had informed 
him that there were no signs of 
life in the Schweppe flat, that the 
lights were on, and the back door 
open.

UP CORPORATION 
TO EASE CREDIT 


Organization on Hoover’s 
Suggested $500,000,000 
Plan May Be Completed 
, This Week. 


MORTIMER BUCKNER 
HEADS COMMITTEE 


Object to Extend Loans to 
Banks on Collateral Re- 
serve Can’t Take or Not 
Readily Marketable. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 8.—Heads of 


the country’s most powerful banks 
are at work to set up the frame- 


work of a $500,000,000 corpora- 
tion—and pc-sibly it will be larger 
—for the purpose of thawing out 
frozen ink credit. 

All save minor details of the or- 
ganization cof the huge credit cor- 
poration, as proposed in President 
Hoover's program, is expected to 
be completed by the end of the 
week . 

It is thought the corporation 
will be ready to function in about 
10 days. Organized under the 
New York State law, its capitali- 
zation probably will be nominal, 
for the entire half billion dollars 
need not be paid in before the ma- 
chinery is set to work. 

Bankers report that out-of-town 
banks are expressing willingness to 
co-operate. It is understood those 
banks are@® preparing to come for- 
ward with their $350,000,000 par- 
ticipation. The remainder has been 
raised a.nong the t’ew York City 
Clearing - ouse banks. 

Not a Banking Cure-All. 

George L. Harrison, governor of 
the New frork Federal Reserve 
Bank, has announced the personnel 
of a com.nittee which will com- 
plete the setting up of the ma- 
chine. The committee is headed 
by Mortimer N. Buckner, president 
of the New York Clearing House 
Association. 

The new corporation will extend 
loans to banks in need of funds by 
accepting sound collateral which is 
not legaily acceptable to the 
Federal Reserve, or is not 
readily marketable. It is ex- 
plained the corporation will foilow 
a procedure similar to that long in 
use by metropolitan banks in serv- 
ing the requirements of corre- 
spondent banks in smaller cities. 


Prominent bankers explain that 
while the corporation will have an 
enormous influence toward restor- 
ing financial stability, it can not 
be expected to help barks which 
have become involved in difficul- 
ties through mismanagement, and 
should no* Le regarded as a cure- 
all for financial troubles. 


Bankers poiut out, nevertheless, 
that numerous financial institu- 
tions have becomg unale to extend 
the volume of credit needed by in- 
dustry in their localities, because 
the partial paralysis sf the securi- 
ties markets has rendered many of 
their investments uniarketable. It 
is pointed out it has become im pos- 
sible to realize 50 per cent of the 
par value of many sound bonds 
and nmurtgages in the open market. 

Organization Committec. 

Other members of the Credit 
Corporation Organization Commit- 
tee are: Charles E. McCain, chair- 
man of the board of Chase National 
Bank; Harry E. Ward, president of 
the Irving Trust Co.; George W. 
Davison, president of Central Han- 
over Bank & Trust Co.; Herbert C. 
Howell, president of Commercial 
National Bank & Trust Co., and 
Gordon F. Rentschler, president of 
N&tional City Bank of New York. 

Harrison said it was planned to 
name a board of directors of 12 
members, one from each Federal 
Reserve district, to be selected by 
the Organization Committee. 

“All banks throughout the coun- 
try,” the statement said, “will 
shortly be asked to participate in 
this undertaking to the extent of 
2 per cent of their demand and 
time deposits. 

“While the Organization Commit- 
tee will issue the appropriate no- 
tices for filing subscriptions, never- 
theless any bank desiring to par- 
ticipate may immediately advise the 
governor of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of its district of the amount 
of its subscription. 


“This procedure will afford. an 
immediate means by which all 
other banks may evidence their co- 
operation, pending the preparation 
of formal subscription . blanks, 
which will te in the nature of an 
agreement to purchase debentures 
of the corporation as. and when 
}funds are required. The Organiza- 
tion Committee itself will, from 
tirhe to time, make appropriate an- 
nouncements of the progress of its 
work and define its procedure.”

The Jury's Report. 

The grand jury made the follow- 
ing report: 

“The special grand jury im- 
paneled in and for Madison Coun- 
ty, State of Illinois, having heard 
the testimony of witnesses, now 
makes its reports as follows: 

“1, The special grand jury has 
returned a number of indictments. 
These indictments speak for them- 
selves. No comment will be made 
by this grand jury with reference 
to said indictments. 

“9 The special grand jury has 
limited its investigation to matters 
directly, or indirectly, growing out 
of the operation of the Madison 
Kennel Club, and to the influence 
of said club on politics and elec- 
tions in Madison County, Ill. 

“3 The special grand jury finds 
that the said Madison Kennel Club 
has for a number of years operated 
in violation of law; that certain of- 
ficials of Madison County have 
failed to perform their full duties 
in and: about the closing of said 
club; that said club has operated 
on a seale of such magnitude as to 
constitute its operation a social 
sore in the community. 

Pressure on Two Judges. 

“4. The grand jury finds that 
two of the three Circuit Judges of 
the circuit in which Madison Coun- 
ty is located have for some time 
past been doing all within their 
power to bring about the closing of 
said club; that prior to the opening 
of the May, 1931, term of the Cir- 
cuit Court pressure was exerted on 
one of the two said Judges not to 
hold court in Madison County aur- 
ing the May term; that this at- 
tempt to prevent the sitting of gaid 
Judge was in order that the Madi- 
son Kennel Club be not molested; 
that said Judge so approached re- 
fused not to hold court in Madison 
County at the May term, and that 
when he did so he again renewed 
his opposition to the operation of 
the said club; that no action was 
taken by the law-enforcement of- 
ficials: that later the second of 
said two Judges opposed to the op- 
eration of the said Madison Kennel 
Club was offered the sum of $25,- 
000 if he would grant an injunczion 
restraining the Sheriff and the 
State’s Attorney of Madison County 
from interfering with the operation 
of said club; that said Judge so ap- 
proached flatly refused said offer; 
but that later the third Judge of 
the circuit granted the injunction 
desired by the said Madison Kennel! 
Club. 

“5. The special grand jury fecis 
that there may be other matters in 
connection with the operation ef 
said club which may need investi- 


gation, and it therefore asks the 
Court for permission to recess until 
the 29th day of October, 1931.” 


Trial Within 30 Days. 

After a conference with C. C. 
Ellison of Alton, Special Prosecu- 
tor, appointed originally to close 
the dog track, and his assistants, 
Harry Faulkner of Granite City 
and former County Judge Henry B. 
Eaton of Edwardsville, Judge 
Bernreuter fixed nominal bonds 
for the defendants, the maximum 
being $5000. Bench warrants for 
their arrest will be issued today. 

Ellison announced it was 
planned to bring the defendants to 
trial within 30 days. It is posst- 
ble, he indicated, the grand jury 
may return further indictments 
after its recess, subject to recall at 
any time. 

Penalties for the offenses 
charged in the indictments are as 
follows: 


Malfeasance in office, a fine 
of not to exceed $10,900. Con- 
viction also subjects the offend- 
er to the possibility of removal 
frem office. 

Conspiracy to violate the 
State law, not less than a year, 
nor more than two, in the peni- 
tentiary. 

Attempted bribery, fine not to 
exceed $5000. 

Conspiracy to offer a _ bribe, 
one to 10 years in the peniten- 
tiary, or a jail term of not over 
a year, or a fine of $1000. 

Opcrating a gambling house, a 
fine of not less than $100 for 
the first offense, not less than 
a $500 fine and not less than a 
six months jail sentence for the 
second offense, and not less than 
a $500 fine and a penitentiary 
term of two to five years, for 
the third and succeeding of- 

fenses. Bookmaking and pool- 
selling are subject to similar 
fines.

FREED, SAYS GANG 
SET FIM ON FIRE 


St. Paul, Minn., Merchant 
Declares Alcohol Was 
Poured on Him and Ig- 
nited—tTells of Beating.

ST. PAUL, Minn., Oct. 8.—Tor- 


tured and beaten, Morris Rutman, 
27 years old, women's dress shop 


| proprietor, was released by his 


kidnapers early today after being 
held prisoner three days at a 
White Bear Lake cottage near 
here. ; 

From a héspital bed where he 
was taken after making his way 
home, Rutman said u gang of sev- 
en men and a woman had poured 
alcohol over his body, then touched 
matches to it, burning him severe- 
ly. They demanded a ransom of 
$50,000, he gaid. Chicf of Police 
Thomas A. Brown said, however, 
$10,000 was demanded for free- 
dom “but not one cent was paid.” 
Friends reported some money 
had been paid by relatives, but 
this could not be verified. 

Rutman was abducted from his 
home Monday night as he chatted 
with his wife. A masked man, 
wielding a pistol, ordered him from 
the house and forced him into an 
automobile, where, Rutman relat2d 
today, three other men waited. 

They beat him on the head, 
trussed him with rope and covered 
him on the floor of the car with a 
blanket, he said. As near as he 
could determine, he was taken toa 
cottage near White Bear Lak», 
where three more men and a wom- 
an waited. 

They tortured him when he re- 
fused to talk, he said. The woman 
treated the burns and bandaged his 
leg and shoulder, which were se- 
verely burned. 

Rutman refused to say what ar- 
rangements, if any, were made for 
his freedom. On his release, the 
abductors took him by automoDile 
to the northwest residential dis- 
trict of St. Paul and threw him 
from the car. Barefoot, he began 
walking, but was soon picked up 
and taken home by a passing mo- 
torist. He was then taken to a hos- 
pital. 

Rutman’s kidnaping was the sec- 
ond in less than two weeks here. 
Leon Gleckman, St. Paul politician 
and finance company head, was ab- 
ducted Sept. 24 and released eight 
days later. Five of his alleged kidc- 
napers are in jail. A sixth was shot 
to death by associates, police say, 
because members of the gang feared 
he would expose them. 

James Egan Lynch of Stillwater 
and Walter Earl of St. Paul were 
arrested and identified by Rutman 
as two of the seven men who held 
him prisoner. 


$2,000,000 SEED LOANS 
REPAID IN ADVANCE | 


Farmers in drouth areas who bor- 
rowed about $47,000,000 in seed 
loans from the Department of Agri- 
culture have repaid more than §$2,- 
000,000, although the first loans do 
not fall due until Oct. 31, accord- 
ing to G. L. Hoffman, administra- 
tive officer of the Seed Loan Bu- 
reau. Farmers in Missouri and six 
nearby states in this district have 
repaid $665,000 on loans of $11,- 
500,000. 

There have been few requests for 
extensions of loans, Hoffman said, 
adding that although the Govern- 
ment expects payment, it does not 
desire to inflict undue hardships on 
borrowers. Loans were mad=2 to 
285,000 persons in drouth areas of 
31 states and to 107,000 persons in 
this district. 

R. H. McElveen, in charge of the 
St. Louis Karmers’ Seed Loan (Of- 
fice, warns cotton growers against 
selling cotton in the seed, a prac- 
tice which he predicts will result in 
heavy losses. He points out that 
farmers with long staple eotton will 
realize no more in this manner than 
farmers with short staple cotton. 


City Employes Assessed for Relief. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 8.—The city’s 
130,000 employes will give a mini- 
mum of 1 per cent of their sala- 
ries for unemployment relief dur- 
ing the winter, Mayor Walker said 
yesterday after a conference with 
heads of departments. Food tick- 
et for purchases at neighborhood 
stores will be given families in need 
of relief, he said.

CITY ANSWERS ‘SUIT ATTACKING 


USE OF ROTARY PAVING MIXER 


Denies It Increases Cost or Re- 
stricts Free Bidding by 
Contractors. 

The ecity filed an answer in Cir- 
cuit Judge Hartmann’s court ycs- 


terday to the taxpayers’ suit filed 
a week ago, which attacked the va- 
lidity of the city’s new requirement 
for use of a patented rotary mixer 
in laying asphalt paving. The an- 
swer, in the names of members of 
the Board'of Public Service, denicd 
that the board, by specifying this 
method or in any other way had 
restricted full and free competi- 
tion of bidding. 

While the board knows of no 
patented mixer of this nature but 
the Finley mixer, now in use among 
contractors here, which will pro- 
duce asphalt equal in uniformity 
anr texture to that from this de- 
vice; the answer said, the board 
did not specify that only the Finley 
mixer might be used. df any other 
machine is made, the answer con- 
tinued, whereby asphalt cement 
may be sprayed under Y)pressur: 
upon heated stone and sand, it may 
be used, whether patented or not, 

The board denied the allegation 
in the suit that the pavements pro- 
duced by this mixer were not su- 
perior to other types, and denied 
that the requirement for the rotary 
mixer increased the cost to the tax- 
payer. 

Judge Hartmann yesterday post- 
poned hearing of the suit until Oct. 
21 at the request of counsel for 
the Trinidad Asphalt Manufavctur- 
ing Co., which has the contract to 
pave Kingshighway Northwest, be- 
tween West Florissant avenue and 
Hall’s Ferry road, with rotary 
mixed asphalt. The injunction suit 
was brought by two property cwn- 
ers on that street, who alleged that 
the rotary mixer increased the cost 
to the taxpayer, prevented full and 
free competition and did not make 
a superior pavement.

GANGSTER FOUND 
SLAN IN HICAGO 


Lillian Miller, | Former 
Companion of Frank Mc- 
Erlane, Wounded Him 
Last Year in Quarrel. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 8.—Lillian Mil- 


ler, known to police as a shoplifter 
and one-time companion of Frank 
McErlane. notorious gangster, was 
tound shot to death today in Me- 


Erlane’s automobile, Her body was 
riddled with bullets. Miss Miller, 
also known as Mrs., Mary Ryan, 
shot McErlane after a quarrel in 
February, 1930. 

A neighbor said she had seen 
the woman enter the car with Mc- 
Erlane at 5:30 p. m. yesterday. Mc- 
Erlane also used the name Ryan. 

McErlane, beer runner, burglar, 
gangster and reputed killer,. more 
than once has narrowly escaped 
death. In February, 1930, McEr- 
lane’s hospital room was invaded 
by gunmen who sent three bullets 
into his leg and body while he lay 
already wounded. He drew a pistol 
from beneath his pillow and put 
his assailants to flight. 

At that time, police put aside the 
gang execution theory and sus- 
pected a woman instigated the at- 
tack. McErlane was never mar- 
ried, so far as known, 
quently wag involved in affairs 
with women. 

Four times in his 20-year police 
record, McErlane has been charged 
with murder. 

While McErlane and his broth- 
ers, Vincent and John, were sought 
to explain today’s shooting, the po- 
lice had little on which to base a 
solution. Attackers may have 
sought to kill McErlane and slain 
the woman instead, it was pointed 
out. 

Two dogs were found shot dead 
near the car. Police also suggest- 
ed a theory that the gangster had 
quarreled with the woman. In the 
car were two suitcases containing 
her clothes and a-revolver. She 
apparently had dressed hastily, 
wearing house slippers. 

On June 5, last, McErlane stood 
on a South Side corner and fired 
a few shots to amuse himself. 
When arraigned the next day, he 
still was affected by liquor. Short- 
ly before this incident, a married 
sister had caused his arrest on a 
charge that he bit her cheek in a 
fit of anger. 

In the McErlane home today was 
found evidence of a liquor party 
last night. . 

Police later said Miss Miller had 
a record as a shoplifter in St. Louis 
and that she was known as McEr- 
lane’s common law wife. She was 
commonly known as Mary Miller, 
but police records here listed her 
as lillian Miller. 

Miss Miller had been arrested 
frequently under various aliases 
here and ip St. Louis. She was 
know nas Hilda Clark, Margaret 


McDonald, Hilda Cidney and 
Helma Sidney. 
McErlane himself may have 


been wounded, police said when 
they learned that a physician had 
been called by “Mr. Ryan” to the 
McEriane home last night. 

Evidence of a fight in the auto- 
mobile was seen in a smashed rear 
window and bullet holes at various 
angles. Search of the house dis- 
closed automatic pistols, machine 
guns and revolvers. 


Miss Miller was arrested on a 
shoplifting charge in St. Louis in 
March, 1924, when she gave her 
name as Margaret H. McDonald, 
her age as 24, and her address as 
Belleville. She jumped a $1500 
bond, but was arrested a year later

prived of Its Share.

FORT SMITH, Ark., “Oct. 8.—The 


long fight of an independent local 
telephone company against the 
Bell system came before the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission 
here this week when Myron Witter, 
an examiner for the Federal regu- 
latory body heard the testimony of- 
fered by the contesting companies. 

The fight involves the proper di- 
vision of toll revenues derived from 
messages handled over Bell lines 
but originating or terminating at 
stations of the independent com- 
pany, the Oklahoma-Arkansas 
Telephone Co. The independent 
company also is seeking to compel 
the Bell system to give it connec- 
tions at Fort Smith for its two cir- 
cyhits between Fort Smith and Po- 
tea. Ok. 

Early in 1928, the Bell system 
installed its own switchboard at 
Pcteau, in a territory theretofore 
served exclusively by the Oklaho- 
ma-Arkansas Co., and discontinued 
handling messages over the inde- 
pendent company’s toll lines into 
Fort Smith. 

The Supreme Court of Oklaho- 
ma last May ordered the Bell com- 
pany’s switchboard removed from 
Poteau on the ground that it had 
been illegally installed and the 
Bell company complied but still re- 
fused long distance connection with 
the Oklanoma-Arkansas Co.'s lines. 

In the action before the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission the 
independent company not only is 
seeking connection and a proper 
division of rates, but also reim- 
bursement for $1800 in tolls of 
which it asserts it has been de- 
prived in the last three years. 

The Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co., resisting the independent com- 
pany’s claims, asserts the Interstate 
Commerce,Commigsion is without 
jurisdiction and sets up a counter 
claim for $4000 in tolls. Briefs are 
to be filed by both sides by Nov. 
5. 


SUIT OVER ELECTRICIANS’ PAY 
FILED AGAINST SCHOOL BOARD 


Action Seeks to Restrain Payment 
of $2 an Hour When Others 
Would Do Work for $1.65. 

Suit to restrain the Board of 
Education from paying $2 an hour 
for electricians when “other com- 
petent and efficient electrical work- 
ers would do the same work” for 
$1.65 an hour or less, was filed in 
Circuit Court today by Jerome F. 
Duggan, an attorney representing a 
group of taxpayers. 

While the petition does not set 
forth the situation, it is known that 
failure of several low-bidding con- 
tractors to get school board work is 
the motive behind the suit. To 
avoid labor difficulties, the board 
has hired its own electricians at $2 
an hour, instead of paying $1.65 


‘plus 35 cents a man for insurance. 


They are forbidden by law to add 
the insurance charge. 

Recent wage agreements, framed 
after four local electrical organiza- 
tions were ousted from the State by 
the State Supreme Court for viola- 
tion of anti-trust laws, stipulated a 
$2-an-hour wage scale, of which 35 
cents is withheld by the employer 
and sent to an insurance agency. 

Failure by the School Board to 
pay the insurance charge led to a 
strike of 19 union electricians last 
June. Because of the, number of 
buildings under construction, the 
board decided to abandon competi- 
tive bidding and hire its own elec- 
trical workers at $2 an hour.

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HOOVER RESTATES POLICY 
ON “REPRODUCTIVE” LOANS 


Repeats Part of Speech Made Four Years Ago 


Opposing Borrowing by Nations for War 
. or Balancing Budgets. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—Presi- 
dent Hoover reached back four 
years today to reiterate his theory 
fof foreign loans, the following of 
which, he _ said, would have 
smoothed many a bump from the 
world’s economic path. 

Addressing the fourth P€n- 
American commercial conference, 
the President recalled his plea that 
foreign toans be made only for 
“reproductive purposes,” delivered 
before the same conference in 
1927. Then he was Secretary of 
Commerce. 

“T repeat this today,” the Presi- 
dent said, ‘‘because had it been fol- 
lowed during these past five years 
our problems throughout the world 
would be far a.fferent, our difficul- 
ties infinitely less.”’ 

Expanding upon this idea, Mr. 
Hoover said he believed this con- 
stituted ‘‘a lesson from this depres- 
sion.” He repeatci part of his 
four-year-old address which said 
that “if nations wold do away 
with the lending of money for the 
balancing of bud sets, for purposes 
of military equipment or war pur- 
poses, or even that type of public 
works which does not bring some 
direct or indirect productive re- 
turn-gma great number of blessings 
would follow to the entire world.” 

Text of Address. 

The President’s address was as 
follows: 

“T am most happy to extend to 
you the warmest possible welcome 
on behalf of the Government and 
people of the United States. We are 
grateful to you for coming to 
Washington at this time to discuss 
the commercial problems of com- 
mon interest to the nations of 
America, You are meeting during 
a period of widespread 
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depression, but this fact empha- 
sizes rather than diminishes the 
necessity for the nations of this 
continent to take counsel with one 
another. 


“We recognize that the prosper- | 


ity of each and every nation con- 
tributes to the prosperity of all. 


It is important that at conferences | 


such as this the experience of each 
and every nation should be placed 
at the disposal of all in order that 
we may profit by our successes as 
well as learn the lessons of our fail- 
ures. 


“There is one lesson from this de- 
pression to which I wish to refer, 
and can present it no more forci- 
bly than by repeating a statement 
which I made to this conference 
just four years ago, when we were 
in the heyday of foreign loans. I 
stated, in respect to such loans, that 
they are helpful in world develop- 
ment, ‘progided always one essential 
principle dominates the character 
of these transactions. That is, that 
no nation as a government should 
borrow or no government lend and 
nations should discourage their 
citizens from borrowing or lend- 
ing unless this money is to be de- 
voted to productive enterprise. 

Should Pay From Benefits. 


“Out of the wealth and the high- 
er standards of living created from 
enterprise itself must come the abil- 
ity to repay the capital te the 
borrowing country. Any other 
course of action creates obligations 
impossible of repayment except by 
a direct subtraction from the stand- 
ards of living of the borrowing 
country and the improverishment 
of its people. 

“In fact, if this principle could be

“There could be no question as

standard of living and the com- 
fort and prosperity of the borrow- 
er. 

“There could be no greater step 
taken in the prevention of war 
itself. This is perhaps a little 
further toward the millennium than 
our practical world has reached, 
and I do not propose that these are 
matters that can be regulated by 
law Or treaty. They are matters 
that can be regulated solely by the 
commercial and financial senti- 
ment of each of our countries: and 
if this body may be able to develop 
the firm conviction, develop the 
understanding that the financial 
transactions between nations must 
be built upon the primary founda- 
tion that money transferred is for 
reproductive purposes, it will have 
contributed to the future of the 
Western Hemisphere in a degree 
seldom open to a comference of 
this character. 

Problems Would Be Different. 

“I repeat this today, because had 
it been followed during these past 
five years our problems throughout 
‘the world would be far different, 
our difficulties infinitely less. 

“I have learned with particular 
interest and gratification that by 
far the greater number of those in 
| attendance at this conference are 
‘not governmental delegates, 
representatives of the commergial 
and financial establishments of the 
several American republics. Par- 
ticularly do we in the United 
States hold to the theory that com- 
mercial enterprise, except as rare 


|emergency action, is essentially a 


private undertaking, and that the 
sole function of government is to 
bring about a condition of affairs 
favorable to the beneficial develop- 
ment of private enterprise. It is 
the failure to comprehend this con- 
ception of the relation between the 
function of government and the 
function of private enterprise that 
sometimes leads the thoughless to 
assume the existence of an interna- 
tional indifference which does not 
in fact exist. 

“The larger significance of your 
meeting is attested by the fact that 
at stated intervals the accredited 
representatives of the governments 
and of the commercial organiza- 
tions of this continent come togeth- 
er with a view to interchance on 
experience and fostering that mu- 
tual confidence without which the 
development of international com- 
merce is impossible. ‘ Your work 
possesses a significance far beyond 
the concrete problems with which 
you will have to deal. 

“Permit me in closing to com- 
bine with my welcome the confi- 
dent expectation that your delib- 
erations will redound to the bene- 
fit of all the nations of this con- 
tinent.” ‘

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SWEDISH POET-WINS NOBEL — 


PRIZE FOR LITERATURE | 


Posthumous Award Made to Dr. 
Eric Axel Karfeldt, Writer of 
Lyric Verse. 

By the Associated Press, 
STOCKHOLM, Sweden, Oct. ?— 
The 1931 Nobel prize for literature 
was awarded today to Dr. Eric Ane 
Karfeldt, Swedish lyric poet. 


Dr. Eric Axel Karfeldt died last 
April 7. It was he who introduced 
Sinclai® Lewis, winner of last 
year’s prize in literature, to the 
King of Sweden at the ceremony 
of presentation. 

He was long regarded as one of 
Sweden’s most gifted poets. His 
writings chiefly concerned the life 
and customs of the Dalecarian 
peasants, his native stock. 

In 1904 he was elected one of 
the 18 members of the Swedish 
Academy which awards the Nobel 
prizes, and in 1907 became a mem- 
ber of the Nobel Committee of 
which he later became permanent 
secretary. 

The rules of the Nobel Founda- 
tion stipulate that the wor':s of a 
deceased writer may not be sub- 
mitted in competition. However, 
if the work is recommended before 
the death of the candidate it still 
may receive the prize.

Germany Without a Ministry for 24 
Hours and Delay Causes

Others as- 
sert that if we are benevolent and bestow 
alms, we shall do our full duty to a 
stricken world. 


It was John Bright who said in England 
in 1866, after our Civil War, in speaking of 
the misery caused by the corn laws (tariffs 
on food) and the restricted rights of suf- 
frage: 

“Now look, I beg of you, to this mass of 
misery. It is so great a mass that benevo- 
lence cannot reach it. If benevolence could 


try needs no reform....But I deny alto- 
gether that the rich alone are qualified to 
legislate for the poor, any more than the 
poor alone would be qualified to legislate 
for the rich.” 

That was said in 1866; but now, 65 years 
later, we must add that world-wide justice 
is impossible from a nation, but must come 
from the co-operation of the nations of the 
world, aided through a league or as admin- 
istered by an international or world court. 

Are we afraid to take our place side by 
side with our neighbors and by co-operation 
help them and ourselves on the way? Iam 
one who believes that America has the vi-

Treating Varicose Veins 
ARICOSE veins constitute 
an esthetic and a medical 
problem. 

When the veins do not change 
in size, nor cause pain or discom- 
fort, they may require little atten- 
tion. 

On the other hand, when they 
threaten to rupture and cause 
hemorrhage or when there is a 
tendency to ulceration, radical 
medical treatment may be indi- 
cated. 

The treatment of varicose veins 
depends, therefore, on the condi- 


tion of the veins, and also upon the 


condition of the patient and the 
probable cause of the varicosity. 

In mild forms of varicose veins 
all that may be required is a 
means of support for the weaken- 
ed or strained vein. This may take 
the form of an elastic band or 
stocking. 

In recent years much progress 
has been made in the production 
of effective and inconspicuous sup- 
ports, so that there is little objec- 
tion warranted. 

In the more serious forms, the 
dilated veins may require
